.controlled oscillator circuit and the transfer fucntion control circuit both respond to the same signal undfer certain conditions. Applicant 
states that signals that are generated from a common source at different times are different signals and that the auto-trim mode does not 
comport with claim 1. The examiner respectfully disagrees for claim 1 recites "to transition operation of the controlled oscillator circuit 
from a first one of the transfer functions to a second one of the transfer fucntions responsive to the oscillator control signal. The claims 
do not recite that the oscillator control signal cannot change over time and the claims do not recite that oscillator control signal is 
controlling the transition operation and the controlled oscillator at the same time. A signal can be allowed to vary over time but it is still 
referred to a signal. In the instant case the signal is identified as VLF. This is givin the broadest reasonable, intrepretation to the claims 
See MPEP 2111. . 
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
